Board of Education 


To maintain the high standards of the Port 
Huron Area Schools, members of the Board of 
Education have spent many hours planning for 
the academic and physical growth of the school 
district. With renewed interest in the school 
curriculum, the Board has held meetings twice 
a month , one for the purpose of examing 
the instructional program of the district and 
the other for the usual school policy planning. 

Building projects have particularly occupied 
a great deal of the Board’s time throughout 
the year. A major project of interest is 
the construction of a new high school for the 
northern Port Huron area students. The 
school is expected to be completed by mid- 


November of this year. Its flexibility in design 
will permit team teaching or large and small 
group instruction. For each grade there will 
be grade centers, grade counselors, and grade 
deans. Thus, the two thousand students in 
the school will benefit from the advantages 
of both large and small schools. 

Physical expansion in the school district is 
not limited only to high schools, however. 
Included in the extensive building activities 
throughout the district are the annex to the 
Harrison School, a new 17-room Sparlingville 
School, and an addition to the music facilities 
of the Chippewa Intermediate School.

The “Lighthouse” began covering, edition, inter- 
preting, and publishing school news in 1922. It was 
one of the first schools to affiliate with Quill and 
Scroll. Striving constantly to improve the quality 
of the publication, the “Lighthouse” today works 
closely with this organization, Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association, and the Interscholastic Press 
Association. 

The thirty members of the journalism classes 
produce and publish, not only the “Lighthouse”, but 
each week cover additional school news for the 
Times Harold. 

The main commodity of a school paper is news 
coverage. A newspaper also strives to create and 
express school opinion, to capitalize the achievements 
of the school, to stimulate worthwhile activities, and 
to educate the community as to the work of the school. 
These functions place a heavy responsibility on the 
shoulders of every staff member. 

During the current school year the “Lighthouse” 
has received several special recognitions: Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association rated it second in 
Class A schools in the annual national newspaper 
contest; seven individual awards were won in the 
state school press contest for Michigan Week; and 
first place for a feature in a National Auto Safety 
contest won a hundred dollar award.
